MS, MORSE COMING 
TO FACE ACCUSERS 


Rumor in New York That Much 
Married Woman Leaves Paris 
for Home. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The development 
of the Morse-Dodge divorce case is prac- 
tically at a standstill. Wnether or not the 
case will be brought before the grandjury 
today is a question that District Attorney 
Jerome refuses to answer except for Dodge, 
who is the state’s chief witness in any 
criminal prosecution, none of those who 
are likely to be involved hag been arrested. 

The testimony of Dodge, as contained in 
the long confession he made at police head- 
quarters and later signed, will need corrob- 
oration. Mr. Jerome has considerabie dvucu- 
mentary evidence, he says, which will con- 
tribute to their support. He also wants to 
call a number of witnesses and his sub- 
poena servers have been busy gathering 
these witnesses.

EARTHQUAKE NO LEGAL RIGHTS 


Court Decides Man Was Justified 
in Recovering Land It

Even an earthquake has no right to take 
a man’s property away from him, accord- 
ing to a decision cf the St. Louls Court of 
Appeals Tuesday in reversing the judgment 
of the Cireuit Court of Pemiscot County, 
in which Alexander Applegate had secured 
a judgment for $2500 against J. E. Franklin 
for draining a lake of about 2600 acres.

IS NOW READY 


Edward H. Bickley, Representa- 


tive-Elect From Fifth St. Louis 
District, Will Introduce Mea- 
_ sure in New Assembly. 


MANY LEGISLATORS ARE 
PLEDGED TO AID REPEAL 


Bill Enacted on Pretense of Aiding 
Breeders Has Not Done This, 
but’ Gambling It Legalizes Has 
Ruined Many. 


Representative-elect Edward H. Bickley 
of the Fifth St. Louis legislative district 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
as soon as the organization of the general 
assembly is pertected, he will introduce in 
the House of Representatives a bill pro- 
viding for the repeal of the notorious 
breeders’ law, which licenses gambling at 
the racetracks from April to November 
of each year. 

“In justice to my constituents and out of 
regard for the interests of all the people 
of St. Louis,” said Mr. Bickley, “I feel 
obligated to vote“and work for the repeal 
of the breeders’ law, which was enacted 
fin iniquity «und which during the seven 
years it has been on the statute books has 
brought ruin to thousands. 

“Few who do not bet on the races realize 
the harm that results from the practice. 

“Two racetracks were in simultaneous 
operation over a period of 9 days in St. 
Touls last summer. When the Delmar and 
Union tracks closed down the Fair Grounds 
opened up and continued the racing game 
until the end of the season.”’ 

The breeders’ law was- passed at the in- 
stigation of the racetrack interests at the 
1897 seasion of the Missour! General Assem-

MW was introduced ostensibly in the inter- 
est of the horse breeders of Missouri. 

The Post-Digpatch Sunday presented 
facts showing that the breeders had re- 
ceived no benefits from the law, and that 
fewer Missouri horses than ever appeared 
at the St. Louis traeks _ since it was 
enacted.

Those who viewed the great Post-Dispatch Christmas Festi- 
val for the poor, in the Coliseum, believing that it would be 
the final evegt in that building, experienced an emotion of deep 
regret mingled with their pleasure, that a building so admira- 
bly adapted for festivals of that kind, for conventions, and 
other entertainments on a large scale, should be lost to St. 
Louis. All citizens undoubtedly will welcome the suggestion 
urged by Mr. G. H. Walker, in today’s Post-Dispatch, that the 
Coliseum building be reconstructed in another, more advan- 
tageous site 

The plan suggested by Mr. Walker is supported by many 
strong “onsiderations. St. Louis will need a coliseum in fu- 
ture, it would be wiser to utilize the material in this 
building, witch would greatly reduce the cost. 

When the present Coliseum is wrecked and the material 
is sould for junk, citizens will certainly awake to the necessity 
of having a structure like it. It will be needed for conven- 
tions and other public gatherings. It will be valuable for en- 
tertainments on a large seale, which if properly managed 
could be made more and more profitable as St. Louis grows. 
It could be put to a number of profitable uses in a better 
location. The task of preserving the Coliseum might well be 
undertaken as the first work of the Million Club. If that 
organization is not in shape to undertake it, the Business 
Men’s League should assume the task, as the business men 
undoubtedly will be called upon before very long to provide 
some sort of a temporary or permanent coliseum structure

it is the old story, and the worst of it is that the Missouri 
legislature by special exemption from the laws against gam- 
bling has authorized the racetrack game. A vice universally 
acknowledged to be ruinous to the individual and demoralizing 
to society is expressly encouraged by statute. 

To encourage vice and crime by special enactment conferring 
a monopoly privilege in the business is virtually to repudiate 
“ame of the chief functions of a legislative body, which is to 
take care of the general welfare. 

The immediate repeal of the breeders’ law is an imperative 
requirement of good sense, good public order and private 
morality. The law should restrain wrongdoing. There are 
temptations enough to weak willed persons without adding 
an act of the legislature to the number.

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THE RUSSIAN REFORMS. 

The Czar’s decree outlining reforms in Russia does not 
touch the question of a representative assembly but deals 
with administration only. : 

Religious liberty appears to be promised, but the terms used 
are not very clear. Whether toleration and protection will be 
granted to all forms of worship is not plain, and whether. 
when liberty is once guaranteed py the law, the government will 
stand between unpopular sects and popular prejudice is a ques- 
tion which can be determined only by the event. 

But the most important concession is that relating to the 
press. With a free press Russia will become articulate and 
publie opinion a real force in governmental] policies. The 
newspaper will become, as it is expressed in the ukase, the 
“true interpreter of reasonable strivings for Russia's ad- 
vantage.” 

These concessions are not al] that were desired nor that 
Were expected. But Ruasia is an inert mass which is moved 
with diffieunlty. The oligarchy is so wel] entrenched that it 
ean hinder progress if not entirely prevent it. The hope is 
that, a free press guaranteed, the Russian people will find their 
voice and compel as right what they have hitherto begged as 
favor.

A Historic Portrait Vindicated. 


Much serious discussion of the charac- 
ter of the Emperor Augustus, de- 
picted by Irving Bacheller in his ‘‘Virgil- 
jus,’ has resulted in an attack by several 
reviewers upon the correctness of Mr. 
Bacheller’s picture of one of the strang- 
est and most paradoxical characters in his- 
tory. These challenges of the reviewers 
have been answered by Prof. Harry Thurs- 
ton Peck, professor of Latin language @nd 
literature in Columbia University, and one 
of the foremost living authorities. Prof. 
Peck says in part: 

“So far as I am aware, Mr. Bacheller’s 
*Virgliius"’ contains the first attempt to de-

> lineate the character of Augustus Cesar 
in a work of fiction written in English.
